To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Milford  Port  Health  Authority. 

Mr  Cnairman  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  covering  the  activities  of  your 
Authority  for  the  year  -1955. 

There  was  an  increase  of  approximately  62,500  tons 
in  the  tonnage  entering  the  Port  during  the  year.  This  increase 
was  shared  by  both  foreign  going  and  coastwise  traffic. 

There  are  no  appreciable  exports , and  the  chief 
import  continued  to  be  fish.  The  landing  of  fish  showed  an  increase 
of  some  3,000  tons  over  the  preceding  year.  The  decline,  which 
had  been  running  since  1951  appears  to  be  checked. 

The  Port  is  being  adopted  to  be  used  for  the  refitting 
of  oil  tankers  and  other  large  vessels,  as  well  as  the  refitting 
of  smaller  auxiliary  ships.  The  extent  of  this  development 
cannot  yet  be  authoriti vely  commented  upon. 

The  bulk  of  this  Report  is  a statistical  summary  of 
the  routine  work  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector.  It  is  endeavoured  to  maintain 
a high  standard  of  hygiehe  and  sanitation  in  connection  with  the 
Port,  as  far  as  matters  relating  to  the  Port  Health  Authority 
are  concerned. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Authority, 
and  the  Officers,  for  their  continued  co-operation  & courtesy.

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CONSTITUTION  OP  AUTHORITY 


By  an  Order  dated  21/1  2/1875»  Milford  and  Riparian  Districts 
were  temporarily  constituted  a Port  Sanitary  Authority.  An  Order 
of  24th  April, I8789  made  this  permanent.  A Provisional  Order  of 
1897  repealed  the  above  1878  Order,  and  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
was  again  permanently  constituted  by  Order  of  1/9/1898. 

Previous  to  these  Orders  the  Borough  of  Pembroke  was 
temporarily  constituted  a Port  Sanitary  Authority  in  1873?  and  acted 
as  such  until  the  Order  of  1875  temporarily  appointed  Milford  and 
the  Riparian  Districts  as  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority.

1. Water  for  drinking  purposes  came  from  the  Milford  U.D. C. supply  • 
The  source  of  this  supply  is  the  Prescelly  Impounding  Reservoir. 
The  Water  is  subject  to  modern  filtration  and  chlorination,  and 
is  routinely  sampled  at  Source  and  consumption  levels.

These  results  were  good,  except  for  a period  during  the  3rd 
Quarter.  In  this  period  the  water  supply,  generally,  was  difficult 
due  to  drougnt.  Additional  sources  of  supply  were  provided  by  the 
Milford  Haven  U.D.C.  and  for  a time  this  additional  supply  tended 
to  be  somewhat  contaminated.  This  however  was  quickly  remedied. 
Trawler  Owners  are  advised  regarding  the  keeping  of  water 
tanks  in  a clean  and  wholesome  condition. 

Water  samples  are  despatched  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Carmarthen,  for  examination  and  report. 

2.  Water  from  Trade  Purposes.  Special  arrangements  are  in  force  at 
the  Milford  Haven  Docks  for  the  pumping-  rp  of  sea-water  from  the 
Haven  for  the  purposes  of  washing  down  the  Pishmarket  and  decks 
of  Trawlers. 

3.  Water-Boats.  Nil. 

4.  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes.  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes  are  flushed  with 
fresh  water  before  filling  tanks  in  Trawlers.

There  are  no  arrangements  made  by  the  Port  Health  Authority  for 
the  sending  and  receiving  of  Radio  messages,  nor  any  other  special 
arrangements  for  communication  between  vessels  and  the  Authority, 
except  via  Customs  Stations  with  which  a close  liason  is  maintained. 

In  view  of  the  possible  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Port  the 
position  may  require  reviewing. 

3.  Mooring  Stations.

That  part  of  the  Haven  bounded  on  the  West  by  a line  drawn 
180°  from  the  Flag  Staff  on  the  Fort  on  South  Hook  Point  and

No  3 buoy,  and  Popton  Point.

The  nearest  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  at  Tumble,  in 
Carmarthenshire  (approximately  45  miles).  This  Hospital  is  under 
the  control  of  the  West  Regional  Hospital  Board.

The  only  service  available  for  the  Diagnosis  and  Treatment 
of  Venereal  Disease  is  the  ordinary  General  Practitioner  service, 
and  through  the  General  Practitioner,  tne  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  There  are  no  special  arrangements  for  Diagnosis  and 
Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  at  the  Port  of  Milford  Haven. 

Posters  are  displayed  in  appropriate  places  in  the  Docks 
warning  seamen  of  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Disease,  and  to  report 
to  the  Port  Health  Centre  if  advice  is  required.  There  are  no 
arrangements  for  preventive  ablutions,  etc,  at  the  Port. 

The  nearest  Treatment  Centre  is  the  Llanelly  General 
Hospital,  ( approximately  50  miles).
